It is a source of pleasure and gratification to be able to ren- 
der to you so favorable a report of the public schools in this 
Territory for the past two years, and of the unusual activity 
and increase throughout the Territory. These evidences are 
abundant and convincing. 

A more detailed statement of the condition of the progress 
and prosperity of our schools will be found in the following 
summary and in the tabularized statements in this Report 
during the two years past. 

There have been no moneys paid into the Territorial Treas- 
ury on account of sales of school lands, although sections 16 
and 36 of each township has been reserved by the United 
States for school purposes ; the title to the same still being in 
the United States, this Territory has no jurisdiction over them, 
therefore no disposition of the same can be made. 

I suggest that Sec. 10 of the School Law, passed January 
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13th, 1871, be amended so that the entire amount of money 
held by the county treasurers, for school purposes, and by him 
reported to the county superintendent, shall be divided per 
capita among the several districts, in proportion to the number 
of children in each, as shown by the last report of the school 
census marshal of each district. This section of the law, as it 
now stands^ is the subject of great complaint. I ask the ear- 
nest attention of the law-making power to this subject, as a 
school district containing ten children receives as much of the 
two-thirds distributed under the present law as does a district 
containing one hundred. 

The following tables exhibit a copy of the several reports 
from the several county superintendents under their jurisdic- 
tion, with such suggestions as they have made. 

It would seem that the portion of Sec. 15 of the school law 
of 1870 and 1871, in relation to the requirements that the 
county superintendents should visit the several schools in the 
county at least once a year, has been sadly neglected. The 
salaries as now allowed are quite sufficient to defray all the ex* 
penses and enable them to give a more full account of the con- 
dition of each school under their supervision to the Territorial 
Superintendent. 

up to this time only one report has been received by this 
office from the Territorial Treasurer, showing the amount of 
moneys in the Territorial School Fund to this date, December 
1st, 1872.

Yoa will notice from this Report, a great increase upon last 
year, both in the interest and the number of Schools. 

There has been engaged four or five teachers of quite su- 
perior grade to what we nave had before. 
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You will observe that only fifty-one per cent, of the children 
reported by the Census Marshals have been in attendance. 

This seems a small number, and suggests the consideration 
of the question of compulsory education. 

There seems to be no regulation in regard to what text 
books shall be used. While there is not a very great diversity, 
yet it would be wise and profitable to establish a rule of uni- 
formity in this matter, to prevent expense and complication in 
the future.

The deficit in district No. 1 is caused by its having arrears 
in the payment of teachers ; and to save borrowing money at 
a ruinous interest, the Superintendent took the liberty of issu- 
ing warrants drawing money to the credit of other Districts 
lying idle, which they will not need till next winter. 

I would respectfully suggest to the Territorial Superintend- 
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ent tliat an endeavor be made in the coming Legislature to 
amend that portion of the School Law relating to the appor- 
tionment of school money.

KEMARKS. 

It will be Been that the total under the head " balance oii 
band at the beginning of school year" agrees with the totals, 
as shown by a comparison of the Dr. and Cr, in my report for 
the year ending August 31st, 1870, while the balances in the 
several distriots on both repi'irts do not correspond for the sea- 
son. My report of Sept. 1st, 1870 showed, by a comparison 
of the debt and credit balances credited to cacti district, as fol- 
lows, viz: District No. 1, S2,473 17; No. 3, $21 78; No. 4, 
$168 00; No. 5, $238 38— Total, $2,901 33; which amount 
was never applied or paid to the School District in the propor- 
tion here indicated. 

The mon^ was lost to the School Fund by the defalcation 
of onr then Treasurer ,his sureties refunded the atoonnt of the de- 
falcation nine months afterward, and our school money of $2.- 
901 33 was thrown into the common School Fund and re-ap- 
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portioned under the new law, and applied and paid to the sev- 
eral districts in the ratio as exhibited in the column, balance 
on hand, of this report. 

Had this money, when refunded, been applied to the districts 
according to the several amounts credited to each at the time 
of the defalcation, the present difficulty would have been 
avoided ; but this could not have been agreeable to our School 
law nor in justice to the Schools of the county. 

The $2000 00 under the head " miscellaneous " was a por- 
tion of our School Funds at the date of the malfeasance above 
alluded to, but of which the Superintendent had no knowledge 
of then. 

I deemed it erroneous to place this under the head " amount 
received from County Treasurer," as although that is the 
source from which it was derived, it was so derived the previ- 
pusyear, and is no part of this year's revenue. 

Hoping these remarks will be sufficiently explicit to remove 
and obviate any discrepancies that may appear in my report,

REPORT. 



In the report of the Common Schools of the Territory, for 
the last two years, will be found evidences of increased interest, 
and of substantial improvement, which affords just cause for 
congratulation. 

The whole number ot school children in the Territory, be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 21, in 1871, was 1,596 ; in 1872, 1,909 ; 
in 1873, 3,473 ; and in 1874, we have 4,010 reported. 

The Territory is doubtless under many obligations to our 
Mormon friends of Qneida county, for this extraordinary in- 
crease. In 1871 Oneida county reported 395 school children ; 
in 1872, 485; in 1873, 1,825, and in 1874 they have 2,056. 
Under the present law, the whole amount of Territorial school 
money is apportioned to the several counties, " in proportion 
to the number of white children residing therein, between the 
ages of 5 and 21 years." This seems to be very unjust, as it 
gives to Oneida more than one-half of the whole amount of the 
school fund, — and in fact, Oneida gets back, under this law, as 
school money, more than two-thirds of the amount she pays as 
Territorial revenue. This section of the school law has been 
a cause of much dissatisfaction for the last year, and it is earn- 
estly hoped that it will be repealed. I respectfully submit that 
a much better way would be to let each county levy their own 
school tax, and thus save the unnecessary cost of sending the 
money to the Territorial Treasurer, to be again returned with 
additional cost of expressage, to the counties. 

Sec. 10 of the School I^w makes it the duty of the County 
Puperintei|dent to apportion two-thirds of the whole amount 
reported bv the County Treasurer a^ school money, equally 

zed di ty, regardl^s 
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of the number of children in any district ; the remaining one- 
third to be apportioned per capita among the several districts. 
This apportionment is made in March, and there is no provis- 
ion n^iade for the re-apportionment of moneys that are unclaimed 
by any district. I would suggest that it be made the duty of 
the County Siiperintendent to apportion the school money on 
the second Monday in January m each year, and quarterly 
thereafter, and also to re-apportion all money so apportioned, 
and not used for school purposes, before the close of each year. 
As it is now, the County Treasurers carry from year to year a 
large amount of money which is not claimed by school districts. 
A lively interest has been taken in school matters at Boise 
City during the year. On Ma}' 18th a Teachers' Institute met 
at St. MichfeFs school house in this city, at which were present 
several of the teachers of Ada county. I3ut it is to be regretted 
that many teachers failed to reap^the full beneiit of this Insti- 
tute by not being present while it was in session. In some 
States there is a provision oi law requiring all the public schools 
in the county to oe suspended during the session of the Insti- 
tute, and also that the wages of teachers shall continue while 
they are in attendance. As these Institutes increase, the eflB- 
ciency of our sc))Oolsby improving the qualification of teachers, 
in suggesting to them thoughts, processes andKmethods that 
might not otherwise occur to them, however well instructed in 
a general way. They point out that there are difficulties to be 
overcome in this direction or that, so that forewarned and fore- 
aimed, they mav go to their work, not utterly devoid of some 
special preparation, but knowing what to anticipate, and how 
to meet it ; and if these Institutes result in securing better 
methods of teaching, better school discipline, and hence better 
schools, then there is real justice iii such a provision of law. 
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UNIVEESITY MEETING. 



In July last a meeting was cnlled in IIiIb eit}' at wliicli Gov- 
ernor Bennett presided, for the purpose of founding a Univer- 
sity, and at said ujeeting the following resolutions were passed 
which I recommend to your earnest consideration : 

Mr. Chairman : — The committee to whom was referred the 
matter of founding a University at Boise City, Ada county, I. 
T., report to the adjourned meeting of citizens of Boise City 
and vicinity as follows : 

First, — Upon examination we find that the laws of the Ter- 
ritory make no provision for the incorporation of a literary and 
e Incational institution of the character of the pro])osed uni- 
versity. 

Second, — Your committee therefore recommend that in order 
to organize such a university upon secure legal foundations, 
application be made to the ensuing Legislature of Idaho Ter- 
ritory for a charter, with appropriate provisions and powers to 
secure the establishment oi sucn an institution of learning and 
enable its board of trustees to endow^ and conduct the same 
upon such a basis and in such manner as shall be most likely to 
conduce to its permanency and usefulness. 

Third. — We recommend the following named persons, who 
have consented to act in the premises, as suitable persons to 
carry out the general plan of a full university to comprehend 
ultimately all that is usually combined in such institutions of 
the first order : 

Board of Trustees : — C. W. Moore, Milton Kelly, John 
H alley, A. Rossi, William Stewart, S. B. Dilley, Geo. Ainslie, 
L. P. Brown, John Catlow and ex-officio Gov. T. W. Bennett, 
and Secretary E. J. Curtis. 

In addition, we would further recommend that the Governor 
and Secretary of the Territory be, and become ax-officio mem- 
bers of said Board, during the continuation of the Territorial 
organization, as representatives of the Territory, having an ^ 
equal voice and vote with the other members of the Boara. 

Fov/rth, — ^We recommend that said Board do immediately 
organize in anticipation of said charter, relying upon the action 
of the Legislature for a confirmation of their acts, by selecting 
one of their number as President, and a Secretary and Treas- 
urer from the Board, or outside of it, as said Board may deem 
proper, and appointing a general agent, whose business shall 
be to solicit subscriptions to scholarships, and donations in land, 
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money, books, or material of any kind that may be useful in 
the incipient foundations of such an institution. 

Fifta, — That said Board proceed at once to procure a suita- 
ble block of land within the city limits, or contiguous thereto, 
in such locality as will best accommodate pupils residing in the 
city, and erect a suitable building thereon, for a beginning, 
sufficient for the use of principal, and for a male and female 
department, and two assistants. 

BiastTi, — That such university be started in the coming fall, 
and its capacity be increased and its facilities extended as new 
demands upon its usefulness arise. 

Seoenth, — That to begin with, a reasonable tuition be re- 
quired of each pupil ; and the said grounds be inclosed, trees 
Elanted, and all such economical improvements made as shall 
e conducive to health, exercise, and ornament. 

Eighth. — That JJthoughJ'all the great departments of lan- 
guage, mathematics, natural science, philosophy, medicine, law, 
and agriculture are contemplated by this institution, yet, that 
immediately after English branches and first lessons, it shall be 
a primary object of the Board to establish a department of 
mines and mining, with a view to develop one of the lea ling 
industries of the Territory, and its hitherto unexplored but ex- 
haustless sources of wealth. 

Nmth. — That the institution be named "The Idaho Univer- 
sity," and be located at Boise City, Ada county, Idaho Territory. 

Tenth* — Tliat said Board in addition to their charter, meno- 
rialize the Legislature of Idaho Territory for aid in building, 
endowing and supporting said University. 

Eleventh, — That the said Board memorialize Congress for 
the same purpose. 

Twelfth. — In addition, we would remark that the proposed 
location of the University is central and appropriate ; that the 
object should call forth active effort and intelligent support 
from every citizen of the Territory ; that the lands which may 
be purchased or donated now, are likely in the not distant fu- 
ture, to create an endowment to sustain the departments of 
leaming^and instruction, upon the most enlarged plans of uni- 
versity Knowledge. Let the Board appoint a coi responding 
Secretary to confer with publishers, the press, and with other 
institutions of learning similar to the one proposed, they would 
in a short time gather a library sufficient for the pupils and cit- 
izens which would be free to all. An institution with such 
small beginnings, but comprehending such vast ends, will meet 
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with mncli support outside of our -Territorial limits, and if 
nVhtly started and ably conducted, will result in an enduring 
foundation oi |)iiblic and private benefit to the people of the 
Territorv, and the ^'t:ite that is to grow out of it. It is evident 
that a right bcglnniug is the element of success, and we think 
the people of tlie Territory nuiy rely with entire confidence 
upon the null whose names Ikivc been mentioned, and into 
whose liands is connnitted this great enterju'ise.

It is sometliino; not to be proud of, that at Boise City, tho 
Capital of the "ferritory, with 2^)9 school children, during ^h i 
whole of 1 873, there was no school, and but four months taughfc 
during 1874. And as the Territory is too poor of itself to 
remedy this evil, (there having been no moneys paid into tho 
Territorial Treasury on account of sales of school lands, al- 
though sections 16 and 36 of each township has been reserved 
by the United States for school purposes), the title to the samo 
still being in the United States, the Territory has no jurisdic- 
tion over them, theref<.)re no disposition of the same can be 
made. A large portion of these lands are mineral lands, and 
never will be surveyed or brought into market under the pro* 
visions of the school law; otlxer considerable portions arfl 
worthless, and the title might as well remain in the United 
States. We need real aid from the General Government in 
money. Let us then ask Congress in its strong and benign 
sovereignty to stretch forth its arm, and grant u s aid. 

Then the amount of latent and dormant power; of the law* 
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discovering and wealth-producing energy ; of beauty loving 
and beauty inspiring taste and still, that lies concealed ana 
slumbering in the brains and hearts and hands of the keen, 
shrewd, capable, of our youth will be aw akened. Over all this 
unreclaimed intellectual and moral Territory, over all these 
minds and souls and bodies, with their untold possibilities of 
good, the Government has a sort of right of eminent domain, 
and not only rnqy^ but should exercise it in the interest of her 
own prosperity and dignity, by providing common schools for 
all. 

In my report to General Eaton, Commissioner of Education 
at Wasnington, D. C., I urged Congress to grant us aid in 
mon^y. (See report published by the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion 1873, page 451.) (The report can be seen at this office). 
The report will be laid before Congress this winter. So that 
this matter may be fully understood, I think it will be apro- 
pos to give the amount of the fund derived from the proceeds 
of the sale of the school lands of one of the States." I takp a 
St9,te at random — Minnesota : These lands are sections It) and 
36, and constitute one-eighteenth of the entire public domain, 
f hey are sold by the State Auditor. The receipts are invested 
in State and National securities. When it is deemed advisable 
to dispose of the pine timber on any of those lands, permits to 
cut are sold at public sale. The conversion of the school lands 
into interest-bearing funds commenced in 1862. The follow- 
ing table will shd^ the number of acres sold each year, the ag- 
gregate purchase money, and the average price per acre :

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The disbursements from the interest alone of this fund in 
1874, was $196,065 00. But as the lands in this Territory are 
not available for school purposes, 1 would recommend that the 
Legislature memorialize Congress to grant us aid in money, in 
lieu of lands, so that we may have an immediate available fund 
for school purposes. 

A new school law will be presented to your honorable body, 
to take the place of the law now in force. I earnestly recom- 
mend that tne legislature in making a new law, should be care- 
ful to make one adopted to the wants and necessities of our 
people, calculated to promote the material interests of the 
youth of our Territory, desi«:ned to enconrage and elevate the 
pupils individually to promote their success, and render }hem 
better and more intelligent citizens. 

Again, we want a system that will make our schools more 
thorough and efficient. " Efficient instruction in any depart- 
ment or branch of learning, is such instruction as produces or 
results in a competent knowledge and understanding of that 
branch of learning ; such understanding being the object, and 
logical effect aimed at in teaching." 

In these humble schools of the Territory, sit nearly all the 
children of the people, and here, if at all, the Territory must 
reach them. From these plain, often rude and uncomfortable 
school houses (if the one in this city be an illustration), do our 
children go forth to mingle with their fellows in the pursuits of 
life. They are deprived of many advantages enjoyed by the 
scholars in towns and cities. Karely are they visited by men 
competent to utter golden counsels, wise admonition, or words 
of loving encouragement. Their names never appear, or that 
of their school, in the journals of the day; their sequestered 
nooks being too remote, and their work too humble to attract 
the public eye. And so, for the most part, they go their way 
alone. 



TEACHERS AND SALARIES. 

Hence, we need the very best of teachers. Almost every 
day complaints are* made that our teachers are incompetent. 
Yet, when a district wants a teacher, the cheapest one gets the 
situation, and I most respectfully assert that this is a tendency 
in the wrong direction, and there are reasons for believing that 
in some localities this spirit of extravagant economy prevails 
to an extent almost ruinous. 

"No amount of old routine can prevent the operation of in- 
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dividual characters. Tlie <^ood teacher will inspire courage and 
enthusiasm under any system, and the ill-chosen teacher will 
fail in reaching the heart of the school, though backed up by 
all the resources that can be furnished. And in this experience 
we lind the best indication of the supremacy of moral over all 
other agencies in the conduct of human anairs. Young eyes 
are sharp discerners of a character, and young hearts respond 
instinctively to sympathetic natures, and close tightly against 
hardness or indifference. The true teacher must be a teacher 
of volunteers, and they will follow cheerfrlly wherever he will 
lead cheerfully. There is no element in teaching more impor- 
tant than the personal qualities of the teacher. None of us 
can have been so unfortunate as to have no recollections of 
tliose whose calm dignity and seren6 goodness were a perpetual 
benediction. They remind us of the beautiful history of the 
old disciple whose simple exhortation, " Little children love one 
another," was more powerful in its constraining influence on 
the multitude tJian his flery eloquence when he was one of the 
Sons of "J'hunder." 



COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 

Although it is admitted that County supervision is a neces- 
sary aid in the management of public schools, if we take into 
consideration the small number of schools in some of the coun- 
ties, and the very small amount of money for the support of 
these schools, it is a question wliether more good might not be 
done with the money paid to county Superintendents, by em- 
ploying it to pay teachers. However, in fixing the salaries of 
County Superintendents, I would recommend that the com- 
pensation be fixed by the Legislature directly, and not left to 
the varying and uncertain action of county boards, (as it now 
is in seven counties), but that the compensation be not the same 
for every eounty, but more or less according to the size of the 
county, the nnmber of inhabitants and schools, and the amount 
of work to be done. Let the same rule be applied in this as in 
any county or Territorial ofiice ; let the salary be sufficient to 
secure the services of competent and experienced men, and 
certain qualifications be prescribed and eniorced as a condition 
of eligibility to office. 
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• OFFICE WORK. 
The work of tliis office during the last year has been very 
great. The people are ]X5rhaps not aware that the Territorial 
Superintendent has voluminous official correspondence with 
school officers throughout the Territory, and that he is almost 
daily called upon by some eastern publishing house to furnish 
school statistics concerning the Territory, and although there 
is no law requiring me to do this work, 1 have done it, because 
I considered it for the best interest of the Territory to do so. 
And I respectfully submit, that as a 'great deal of good can be 
done by the 'I'erritorial Superintendent for the future prosper- 
ity of our beautiful Territory, that the office be made a sala- 
ried one, and be given to some one competent to fill it honor- 
ably and well. It is not just to expect any officer to work for 
nothing. Idaho Territory is the only place in the United 
States where the Superintendent is expected to give his services 
for nothing.

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REMAEKS. 

Ill addition to the exhibit in my report of the financial situ- 
ation of the public schools of Ada county, for the year of 
1872-73, I would respectfully submit the following remarks: 

I have visited all the schools except one, and I was in the 
district on my route visiting schools twice, but it was not in 
operation either time. My course has been to stay a whole day 
with each teacher, and then have a meeting of the people in 
the evening, when I lecture upon the duties of the people, 
trustees, teachers and superintendent — the proper method of 
teaching, and the most philosophic manner of governing the 
pupils, &c. I have recommended longer sessions, less change 
in teachers, a more regular attendance of pupils, to use the 
black board freely, to give more oral instruction, and not slav- 
ishly follow text-books ; to introduce music, or at least singing, 
in the schools, also the first principles of gymnastics. In arith- 
metic, to teach that Which is practical, and in a common-sense 
manner, laying aside rules as much as possible ; to build new 
houses where necessary, and improve the seats, and to beautify 
the sites of the houses with shade trees, shrubbery, flowers, &c. 

Having published my visits, and given a description of the 
houses, &c., I deem it necessary here only to state the number 
of new houses built and enlarged during the year. Nos. 2, 4, 
0, 8, 15, 17, 19 and 21, are all new and quite creditable edifices. 
No. 1 is a good building, but too small to accommodate all the 
pupils in the district, and has very indifferent seats. N"o. 11, 
seats greatly improved. No. 18 has been doubled in size, and 
seats improved. Districts Nos. 7, 10, 12 and 13, need new 
houses which they purpose building in a short time. Nos. 5, 
14, 16 and 20, are older and only need improvement in scats 
to make them comfortable. 

Principally from the want of the school law, quite a num- 
ber of Trustees have not made their semi-annual reports, hence 
my report is not so full and accurate as it should be. I would 
therefore, recommend the re-printing of it, if there is any pro- 
vision for it. In fact the law is very defective, indefinite, and 
inexplicit, and needs a thorough revision by our legislature, 
which I would most earnestly urge.
